On the Uth July, 1987 a gene of TNV extremists raided 
village Shib Bari and after indulging in arson, looting and 
killing, retreated towards village Ishah Roaza Para. To 
intercept and wipe out the gang, 4 Sections of 69 Battalion, 
Central Reseive Police Force under the command of Shri 
Sawal Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police alongwith 
Shri Om Prakash, Shri Sabir Hussain and Shri Richpal Singh, 
Constables and 26 other Central Reseive Police Force per¬ 
sonnel set off towards village Ishan Roaza Para. "Die 
Police party moved tactically covering possible ambush points 
and when they were about 500 yards away from the village, 
the extremists suddenly started heavy firing on the Police 
party. Inspite of heavy firing and without caring for his 
personal safety, Shri Sawai Singh managed to reach very 
close to the extremists firing position. He ordered his men 
to change their positions to avoid casualties and to bring 
effective fire on the extremists.

On the 15th July, , 1987 a gang of INV extremists 
raided village Shib Bari and after indulging in arson, 
looting and killing, retreated towards village Ishan Roaza 
Para.

Constable Ora Piakash was in the I.MO group of the 
leading section of the Police party. As the section came 
under heavy fire, he immediately launched a counter offen¬ 
sive by rushing towards the toad side firing from his IMG 
on the extiemists firing position. His instantaneous retalia¬ 
tion unnerved the extremists and they were unable to fire 
accurately, in the process he wait badly hit by the- extremist’s, 
bullets. 

While on wyy to raid. Constable Sabir Hussain suspected 
some movement in the jungle, ho quickly brought bis rifle 
to firing position, but the extremists sitting m ambush 
opened lire on the Police party. Constable Hussain was 
seriously injured with a bullet on the left side of his chest. 
Ignoring the bullet injury, he returned the fire. Due to 
instantaneous firing, one group of extremists was unable 
to withstand and they jumped out of their positions and es¬ 
caped into the deep drain, which was behind their position. 
Although bleeding profusely, when he reached near the road 1 
bend just below the high ground, he realised that heavy 
firing was coming from the hillock and started firing on that 
position. Because of sudden retaliation from an unexpect¬ 
ed position, there was a momentary lull in the firing of 
the extremists and his Company Commander Shri Sawai. 
Singh could plan a counter attuck on the extremists.. 
Due to heavy loss of blood and exertion Constable Sabir 
Hussain became very weak and could not stand any more. 
Seeing the condition of Constable Hussain, Constable 
Pichpal SinRh pushed him behind the cover. He swung 
into action, moved with lightening speed from place to 
place and started firing with his SLR on the extremist’s 
position. Tn the meentime he saw Shri Sawai Slnghl 
lying dead below the main firing position of the 
extremists. Constable Richpal Singh without caring fob 
his personal safety, exposed himself and retrieved the 
portable wireless set from the shoulder of Shri Sawai 
Singh. When Constable Om Prakash was fatally hit he 
once again rushed back and managed to retrieve the 
LMG from the hands of the dead Constable Om 
Prakash. Tn this way he save the wireless set and the 
LMG from falling into the hands of the extremists.

The Police parties positioned themselves along the road 
on which the. miscreants had reportedly planned to 
travel in a jeep.

The p:uty led by Head Constable Chittaranjan Pal 
ordered the vehicle to stop but the miscreants started 
firing towards the Police parties. The Police parties also, 
returned fire in self-defence. Shri Gopal Sarkar, 
Constable, however managed to stop the jeep by firing 
and puncturing one of the wheels of the jeep.

On reaching his house, he was told that his wife 
had gone to the house of one Shri Jagdish, Ram to watch 
TV programmes and he went there to call her. As soon as 
he reached the house of Tagdish Ram, he found 10-12 
dacoils armed with revolvers and daggers looting the house, 
Although be was not mentally and otherwise prepared to 
face this situation yet he immediately rose to the occasion 
and encountered with the desperadoes even though be was 
alone and unarmed. He bravely caught hold of the two 
dacoils and grappled with them courageously. In the mean¬ 
while some associates of the criminals fired two shots on 
Havildar Yadav with a view to rescue their two associates 
but be managed to save himself while fighting with the 
criminals. While this was going on, one of the criminals 
gave a fatal daagnr blow on the chest of Shri Yadav as a 
result of which he fell on the ground and became uncon¬ 
scious. Taking advantage of this, the criminals managed to 
escape. Havildar Yadav, who was grievously injured, wa'si 
immediately rushed to Lohardagga Hospital, but on the way 
he succumbed to his injuries. 

In this encounter Shri Chandradeo YadaV. Havildar, dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage, devotion to duty of 
a hioli order and sacrificed his liFe in the best traditions of 
(lie Police force. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(0 of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance ad¬ 
missible under rule 5, with effect from the 9th April.

He 
rushed to the site of firing and saw people being frightened 
and paniky running helter-skelter and shop-keepers rolling 
down their shutters, Shri Roy made his way through the 
mob and saw one uniformed Central Reseive Police Force 
Naik, who seemed to have run amuck, was firing from a 
Stengun at random, ,Sensing tho gravity of the situation, 
Shri Roy went along the left foot-path hiding himself be¬ 
hind the pillars of portico, parked cars and other available 
structures—all along bending, kneeling and crawling, andt 
finally pounced upon the crazy gunman and grabbed him 
from behind. Then ensued a daring duel for survival— 
jestling, twisting and swerving. The Central Reserve Police 
Force Naik having failed to release himself from the clutches 
of Shri Roy tried to shoot him swinging the muzzle of his 
stengun backward, but Shri Roy not only tightened his grip 
but also evaded the moving muzzle of the stengun and suc¬ 
cessfully over powered the Naik. At this time, a posse of 
policemen from Rurrabazar Police Station reached the spot 
and seized the gun. from the armed Naik, The accused was 
taken into custody, One Stengun, 2 magazines, one with, 
1 round and the other with 18 rounds of ammunition was' 
recovered from the accused.

Statement of services for which the decoration has hten 

awarded 

On the 5th October, 1988, at about 20.30 hours, informa¬ 
tion was received from Officer Commanding, Umiarn Police 
Station, about a dacoity at the Uiniam Petrol Pump by 6-7 
persons armed with revolvers and other lethal weapons. 
The dacoit.s had decamped with the cash and headed to¬ 
wards Shillong In n light blue coloured Ambassador fag, 
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All the Police units including Traffic Branch were alerted 
and cautioned to be careful since tile assailants wcie armed. 
At 2040 ho Li i s, Shri William Richmond Marbaniang, Super¬ 
intendent of Police, left to check the deployment of Police 
parties in different parts of the town. When he reached 
Jingkieng area of Shillong, he noticed a light blue coloured! 
Ambassador car bearing No. WMF-1968 ahead of him. 
When the car reached near Nongthymmai Beat House, the 
Beat House stalF tried to stop it. The car slowed down a 
little but proceeded on. ,Shri Marbaniang had a very strong 
suspicion that this was the car for which they were looking 
lor. He directed his driver to overtake the car. They 
overtook the car after a chase of about 200 metres and 
blocked it from the front after forcing the car almost into 
a drain on the right side. 

Shri Marbaniang got down from his jeep and asked the 
passengers of the car as two why they did not stop at the 
Beat House. On this, the occupants of the car replied that, 
as one of their driver friend was seriously injured and they 
were in a, hurry to remove him lo hospital, the Police party 
at the Beat house allowed them to go, Shri Marbaniang 
asked the driver of the car to get down and pulled out 
the ignition key from the car. lie then asked his jeep 
driver to go to Bent House to bring some force. 

The person sitting at the rear of the car suddenly opened 
the left door with the intention to knock down Shri 
Marbaniang but he stepped aside and the door missed him. 
Shri Maibaniang kicked the door of the car and caught 
hold the hand of the culprit. In the meantime the culprit 
fired a round at him but it missed. Shri Marbaniang wanted 
to get hold one of them and at that moment one Raju 
Saha pulled out a pistol and tried to lire. Realising the 
situation going out of control, Shri Marbaniang shouted fob 
help. Immediately one Shri William Lamare, who was 
passing by, came to his assistance and they disarmed the 
culprit Raju Saha. In the meantime another criminal came 
out of the car and attacked them but a well placed kick 
from Shri Marbaniang sent the criminal renling into the 
vehicle. The criminal fired one more round which missed 
Shri William Lamare. The weapon was so close to his face 
that Shri Him are’s face and eye-lid were burnt and cut due 
to the recoil of the pistol. In no time the criminal took 
out a knife but was disarmed by Shri Marbaniang. In the 
struggle both of them fell into a drain. In the meantime 
force from the Beat House arrived and apprehended the 
criminals who tried to flee on seeing the Police force. In 
all, three culprits were apprehended and one razor, and one 
,12 bore cartridge were recovered from them. Tho fourth 
culprit was caught by Inspector N. K. Kalita on the follow¬ 
ing morning. Subsequently on getting information from the 
arrested criminals, two more persons of the same gang were 
arrested a Giiwahati. 

In this incident, Shri William Richmond Marbaniang, 
Superintendent of Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion lo duty of a high order.
